The fiscal court voted at its 
meeting last week to provide 
funding to help the Morgan 
County Historical Society repair 
the roof at the Historical Mu- 
seum.

Adopted a resolution support- 
ing adoption of House Bill 274, 
which would relieve county gov- 
ernments of the cost of paying jail 
costs of state prisoners and even- 
tually result in a complete take- 
over of county jails by the state.

Stacy, the key player in initi- 
ating the highly innovative part- 
nership between the local school 
district, Kentucky Dataseam Ini- 
tiative, and the University of 
Louisville’s James Graham 
Brown Cancer Center, explained 
that the computers will be used 
by students for more advanced 
computer design and math and 
science applications. 

“And when the students aren’t 
using the computers, they won’t 
remain idle,” said Stacy. “Fueled 
by new software and high-speed 
Internet connections, their pro- 
cessing power will be harnessed 
through a network linking more 
than 1,500 computers to the Uni- 
versity of Louisville Brown Can- 
cer Center, where the excess ca- 
pacity will be used to run new 
cancer drug experiments.” 

Researchers in the James Gra- 
ham Brown Cancer Center will 
remotely link into the computers

after school hours in the Morgan 
County district to help them ana- 
lyze hundreds of thousands of 
molecule combinations for pos- 
sible use as new drugs. 

Stacy said the computers, 
which were purchased with Coal 
Severance funds, help research- 
ers do twice the work in the same 
amount of time. “In return, these 
same researchers will visit Mor- 
gan County schools to talk with 
our students about their work and 
about opportunities in science and 
math.” 

“What an incredible return on 
our coal severance dollars,” Stacy 
said. 

In addition, teachers at Mor- 
gan County schools will receive 
extra training to help them make 
computers a more integrated part 
of the classroom. U of L also will 
offer scholarships to eligible stu- 
dents from the participating 
schools who attend U of L. Cur- 
rently, the program involves 
about 130,000 students. 

“The extra computing capac- 
ity provided by the initiative will 
make a big difference to cancer 
researchers,” said Rep. Stacy. “ 
Because of our partnership with 
Dataseam, the James Brown Can- 



cer Center is able to work on 
drugs to combat 18 cancer targets. 
Without it, they’d only be able to 
work on four.” 

The idea of networking com- 
puters to create one, massive 
computing effort is known as 
“grid computing.” Kentucky 
Dataseam Initiative, a Louisville- 
based company, currently oper- 
ates one of the largest research 
grids in the country and it hopes 
to have 50 systems participating 
statewide, according to Brian 
Gupton, the company’s executive 
director. 

“Initiatives such as these rep- 
resent Kentucky’s future,” said 
Rep. Stacy. “We need to develop 
this capability quickly or other 
states will pass us by in jobs and 
economic growth. Not only are 
we providing exciting new edu- 
cational opportunities for our 
kids, we are offering a critical re- 
source to growing research- ori- 
ented companies. We have the 
supercomputing power they need, 
plus the workforce and low cost 
of living that can give those com- 
panies competitive advantages.” 
“We’re very excited to be part 
of this program, said Supt. Gold.

Why Proposed ACT Test 
Is A Good Idea

FRANKFORT - If legislation 
in the House and Senate here 
passes and becomes law, 
Kentucky’s high school juniors 
will have one more test to endure 
beginning in 2008. 

The bills require all 11th grad- 
ers to take the national ACT test 
in addition to the state’s CATS 
test. 

The ACT is used by most pub- 
lic colleges and universities to 
determine whether students have 
the ability to do college-level 
work. Many universities set a 
minimum ACT score for admis- 
sion. 

The Senate legislation - Sen- 
ate Bill 130 - was introduced by 
Senate Majority Leader Dan 
Kelly, R-Springfield, himself a 
longtime critic of the way Ken- 
tucky tests students to determine 
how they are progressing toward 
the goal of proficiency. But Kelly 
says he does not intend for the 
ACT to be a substitute for the 
CATS test. 

Under Kelly’s proposal, the 
junior-year ACT test would be 
paid for by the state, and its main 
use would be to determine what 
areas individual students need 
help in to improve their test scores 
in their senior year to be able to 
get into a college or university. 

The Council on Postsecondary 
Education and the Kentucky 
School Boards Association has 
endorsed the idea. 

It has been 16 years since the 
Kentucky Supreme Court ruled 
the entire public school system in 
the state unconstitutional, and the 
General Assembly reformed that 
system from top to bottom - and 
raised taxes $ 1 billion to pay for 
it. 

Still far too many Kentucky 
high school graduates who go on 
the college require remedial 
courses before they are allowed 
into higher education classes. In 
2002, 35 percent of college fresh- 
men required remedial math 
classes, according to the CPE, at 
a cost of $24 million a year, a cost 
that the state and universities have 
to pay. 

Kelly’s bill is aimed at cutting 
that remediation cost by identify- 
ing high school juniors in need of 
more math instruction before they 
graduate and go on to higher edu- 
cation. The ACT test in the 11th 



grade could do just that. 

Kelly puts the cost of the state- 
wide ACT test at between $ 1 mil- 
lion and $2 million. The fee for 
the individual test is $29. 

My own experience with col- 
lege admissions testing four de- 
cades ago indicates Kelly is cor- 
rect. I was never a strong math 
student, but I had one exemplary 
math teacher for two high school 
classes. When my junior-year 
SAT - an alternative to the ACT 
- scores came back, my math 
score was substantially higher 
than my verbal. So I had a very 
good idea where I needed to work 
before the senior year test was 
given, the one universities would 
use to decide on my admission. 
Thus I was able to raise the ver- 
bal score to the same level as the 
math. Another plus was that the 
11th grade test provided valuable 
practice in how to take the impor- 
tant exam. 

Another benefit to the early 
ACT test for juniors might be that 
high school students who don’t 
think in terms of higher education 
in their future may learn that it is 
actually within their reach. 

And high school juniors may 
take the ACT test far more seri- 
ously than they now take the 
CATS. 

In fact, that has been one of the 
frustrations teachers and school 
administrators have had with the 
CATS test. Since a student’s score 
has no direct impact on the stu- 
dent but on the school instead, 
there is no incentive for juniors 
and seniors to do their best on the 
CATS test. High schools have 
been reduced to trying everything 
from pizza and pep rallies to 
prizes in an effort to motivate 
their 11th and 12th-grade students 
to put their best into the CATS 
exam. 

An ACT test, one that college 
admissions officials will see and 
use in either accepting or reject- 
ing a student, is an exam students 
must take seriously whether in 
their junior or senior year in high 
school. 

Yes, Kentucky students are 
spending a lot of time every year 
taking tests when they otherwise 
would be in the classroom learn- 
ing. But at a comparatively low 
cost, the ACT test to all Kentucky 
high school juniors has the poten- 
tial to become time well spent out 
of class.

OPERATION UNITE 
OPPOSES SB 65 

Senate Bill 65 is an act relat- 
ing to prescriptive authority for 
Advanced Registered Nurse Prac- 
titioners. The bill would grant 
authority to Advanced Registered 
Nurse Practitioners to issue pre- 
scriptions for, but not to dispense, 
Schedules II through V controlled 
substances. It was introduced in 
the Senate on January 6 and was 
passed 32-4 on January 31. The 
House Health and Welfare Com- 
mittee approved the bill on Feb- 
ruary 9 and will next go to the full 
House for consideration. 

This is a bad bill for Kentucky, 
and especially those living in 
southern and eastern Kentucky. It 
is difficult enough to enforce ex- 
isting drug laws without increas- 
ing the number of individuals 
who have authority to prescribe 
controlled substances. Past efforts 
to give prescriptive authority to 
Advanced Registered Nurse Prac- 
titioners has been strongly op- 
posed by the Kentucky Medical 
Association. 

A Legislative Research Com- 
mission study, commissioned by 
the legislature in 2004, examined 
the advantages of extending pre- 
scriptive authority for controlled 
substances to Advanced Regis- 
tered Nurse Practitioners. That 
study concluded: A) “...states 
where ARNPs prescribe con- 
trolled substances have higher per 
capita levels of controlled sub- 
stances than states where they do 
not.” B) “It was also found that 
areas where ARNPs could pre- 
scribe controlled substances had 
a higher number of emergency 
room mentions for narcotics.” 

Kentucky does not need an- 
other portal for controlled sub- 
stances given these statements 
coupled with our current drug di- 
version problem. In 2001 we 
learned that Eastern Kentucky 
was the “prescription painkiller 
capital of the United States.” It 
was because of this revelation that 
Congressman Hal Rogers created 
Operation UNITE to combat the 
drug problem. UNITE is making 
strides to fight substance abuse 
through a comprehensive pro- 
gram coordinating investigations, 
treatment and education. Allow- 
ing Advanced Registered Nurse 
Practitioners to prescribe con- 
trolled substances would only add 
to the potential for abuse.

I am writing this letter to say 
goodbye to some great, brave 
men. I am sorry it took so long 
for me to find out about this. I will 
be forever grateful if you can put 
this in the paper.

Hello from the Judge 
Executive’s Office. 

As you read this, let your mind 
feel what I am describing., It is 
an April day in 1970. When I 
looked up, the house was on fire. 
There was nothing to do but get 
out. We lost almost everything we 
had. But thanks to God and our 
neighbors, we put things back to- 
gether. 

This makes me think of the 
Morgan County volunteers of 
Fire and Rescue. It’s 1:05 a.m. 
Beep-Beep-Beep, the fire tones 
go off. You climb out of bed, run 
to your truck. It’s five below zero. 
You rush to a home. You try to 
save a home, a life, a family. Af- 
ter three to four hours, you return, 
tired. You work another hour to 
clean up the hoses and equipment 
to be ready for the next call. You 
go home, take a shower, and go 
straight to work. You did not get 
paid. You are tired, but you have 
the satisfaction of volunteering to 
help someone who is in need. 

You hear a Beep-Beep-Beep. 
It is someone who has had a 
wreck. You drop what you are 
doing. You rush to the scene. It 
may be a kid or a mom, a dad, or 
a whole family. You work to save 
lives, maybe an hour, maybe five 
or six hours. As you drive home, 
you think of your own family. 
You get paid nothing. You do it 
because you care. You volunteer 
to help someone in need. 

Beep-Beep-Beep. It’s 95 de- 
grees in the shade. There is a 
brush fire threatening homes and 
barns. You put on your thirty-five 
pounds of gear and work for 
maybe twelve to eighteen hours. 
You are drained. Then you go 
home and thank God that you are 
a volunteer and are able to help 
someone when they are in need. 

When we don’t need a fire 
truck, the rescue squad, an am- 
bulance, the Red Cross, etc., we 
forget what they do. On top of 
their volunteering to help, they 
get very little funding from the 
state or county to pay for insur- 
ance, bills, gas bills, heat bills, 
etc. So they have to work more 
hours raising funds so that they 
can give you their service. 

Some departments in Morgan 
County have lowered their ISO 
ratings to a 9 & 8 rating. This 
saves you from two to four hun- 
dred dollars per year on your in- 
surance premiums. If you desire 
to help someone, make a dona- 
tion to you local Emergency Ser- 
vices, or join them and help them 
to remain active in our county.

We’ve 
had The Primitives, The 
Kingsmen, The Singing Echoes 
and others whose names I can’t 
recall in our home. Dad would 
even carry “dinner on the ground” 
to the Singing Cookes because he 
knew Jeanette Cooke had a fond- 
ness for “shucky beans”. It was 
as if someone told him, it was his 
job to keep the singers and 
preachers fed. 

Dad would make sure the rest 
of us were taken care of too. He 
used to make sure my cousin, Jeff, 
was called anytime we fried fish, 
because he knew that was one of 
his favorites. 

He also took great pride in 
keeping his own traditions. Mom 
and Dad had their first date on 
February 2, 1953 and the first 
“gift” he gave Mom was a box of 
Valentine’s Day candy. For the 
next 52 years, he never missed 
getting a box of candy for Mom... 
even when he wasn’t able to shop 
for it himself, he would make ar- 
rangements for someone to get 
that candy. 

Personally, I love watermelon 
and Dad would always buy me a 
watermelon for my birthday. It 
was something that he started 



when I was just little and it was 
something just between us. I think 
our last count was about 42. 

Dad instilled in Roger and I a 
wonderful work ethic. Despite his 
limited education, Dad always 
ended un in management posi- 
tions wherever he worked. He 
was a true example of “street 
smarts over book smarts”. He 
didn’t know any way to work but 
hard. 

Dad had a way with words. He 
was quick witted and could al- 
ways come up with some great 
one liners. One of my favorites, 
that he used to describe human 
nature was “if the mare trots, the 
colt hardly ever paces.” He had 
his own vocabulary with words 
like “wallerin” and “gomin”. I 
don’t know if they were “real” 
words, but I can tell you that if 
Dad ever caught you” wallerin” or 
“gomin” you knew what it was. 

There are so many wonderful 
memories and stories I could 
share but time will simply not al- 
low me to do so. But in closing, 
let me say this. All my life I’ve 
been told, “you look like your 
Mom and act like your Dad.” I 
can only hope that’s true because 
if I have half of the good in me 
that Dad had in him, I will be a 
success. 

Finally, if I could borrow the 
words of a song, Dad, I want to 
make you a promise. 

I would never be so selfish as 
to pray you back from heaven, so 
I could have you longer here with 
me. So I’ll cherish every memory, 
cause it helps me to remember, 
that where you are, is where I’m 
going to be. 

And if I have to knock on ev- 
ery mansion door, walk miles of 
golden streets. Search among the 
million saints that rest at Jesus’ 
feet. I will run along the jasper 
walls and call your name upon the 
wind, but I will find you again.

State legislators accuse Fish and Wildlife Department 
of spreading misinformation about bill, abuse of power 



Dept, opposes bill that 
would help Kentucky’s 
cervid farming industry 

By Earl W. Kinner 

In defiance of common sense, 
and with a perfectly straight face, 
the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources “assured” 
the public in 1997 that western 
elk they were planning to intro- 
duce into Eastern Kentucky posed 
no threat of harm to private prop- 
erty or the lives of motorists, stat- 
ing publicly, in news releases, and 
in flyers, distributed widely by 
the department, that elk (migra- 
tory big game animals the size of 
horses, for goodness sake!) are 
not prone to stray beyond the 
range in which they are released 
and, by nature, avoid roads and 
highways. 

Anyone who dared to question 
this blatant poppycock, which 
was about everybody who 
stopped to think about it, was ridi- 
culed by KDFWR officials and 
“sportsmen” acting at the 
department’s beck and call as be- 



ing backward and ignorant. 

Of course, within a month af- 
ter their initial release, elk began 
showing up in counties far re- 
moved from their “range” in 
Breathitt County. One bull elk, 
first spotted grazing in a hay field 
in southern Morgan County, 
eluded red faced KDFWR wild- 
life “experts” for weeks before it 
finally was cornered and killed in 
northern Kentucky near the 
mouth of the Licking River. And 
Imagine the department’s surprise 
when not long after, a Morgan 
County man was injured and his 
vehicle demolished in a collision 
with an elk on U.S. 460 near West 
Liberty. 

Now, the KDFWR is back at 
its old tricks. This time, it has set 
out to block legislation that would 
loosen the department’s strangle- 
hold on Kentucky’s beleaguered 
cervid farmers, plying the public 
with dire pronouncements by its 
“experts” that while passage of 
the bill would benefit a few deer 
and elk farmers, it would place 
the state’s wild deer and elk herds 
in imminent danger of decimation 



from chronic wasting disease 
(CWD). 

Question: If you couldn’t be- 
lieve them then, why would you 
now? 

The KDFWR has mounted a 
full-blown propaganda campaign 
to defeat SB 129, which seeks to 
shift the responsibility for regu- 
lating cervid farming from 
KDFWR to the state Department 
of Agriculture. It would continue 
an existing moratorium on the 
importation of cervids for two 
years and leave to the General 
Assembly the decision to lift or 
continue the importation ban, 
based on biennial reports and rec- 
ommendations of the state veteri- 
narian. 

The department is flooding the 
state with leaflets containing 
statements about the bill that, 
while technically factual, are so 
blatantly misleading that even 
some legislators have com- 
plained. 

Last week, the department ex- 
cused its uniformed enforcement 
officers from their normal duties 
and dispatched them to shopping 



centers, stores, and other loca- 
tions across the state to “inform” 
the public about the bill. It was 
too much for some legislators 
who recognized the KDFWR ’s 
tactics for what they are — a 
shameless, arrogant attempt to 
browbeat lawmakers into dis- 
missing SB 129 without serious 
deliberation or debate. 

Here’s what two members of 
the House of Representatives had 
to say about it last week on the 
House floor: 

Rising to “protest the manner 
in which the Department of Fish 
and Wildlife is distorting the facts 
and misrepresenting the contents 
of SB 129 to the citizens of the 
Commonwealth,” Rep. J. R. Gray 
from Marshall County told the as- 
sembled House: 

“Senate Bill 129 should be 
debated on the basis of facts and 
not on misrepresentations which 
are being espoused. State agen- 
cies should carefully make known 
to our legislative bodies their po- 
sitions and concerns regarding 
pending legislation. However, 
they should not resort to total 
misrepresentations. Cervid farm- 
ers who are interested in SB 129 
should likewise be held to the 
same high standards. When a 
state agency resorts to outright 
misinformation about any bill in- 
troduced by a member of the leg- 
islature, we should feel aggrieved 
by this action. 

“Senate Bill 129, as many of 
you know, relates to the issue of 
farm-raised deer and elk and it 
imposes a two-year moratorium 
on the importation of these ani- 
mals. However, the Department 
of Fish and Wildlife, using unin- 
formed officers — and I repeat, 
their uniformed officers — their 
official website, e-mail, and other 
resources, is misleading the pub- 
lic that the bill will result in im- 
mediate importation of diseased 
animals into Kentucky. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. 
Senate Bill 129 gives the 2008 
General Assembly the power to 
extend this moratorium after re- 
viewing reports to be issued by 
the state veterinarian and the De- 
partment of Fish and Wildlife. 

“Can they not trust us? The 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
has used its uniformed officers 
stationed at Wal-Mart stores, gun 
shops, sportsman’s clubs, an d in 
other locations to hand out infor- 
mation that distorts the various 
specific provisions of Senate Bill 
129 ... I consider their actions to 
be a misuse and abuse of power. 
I sincerely hope that when this bill 
is debated on the House — and 
Senate — floor that the debate 
will center around indisputable 
facts ... I resent the fact that 
sometimes we have to deal with 
fiction rather than fact.” 

Rep. Terry Shelton from 
Hart County echoed Rep. Gray’s 
sentiments, stating: 

“Many of of you (legislators) 
have received cards, e-mails, and 
phone messages in opposition to 
this bill. What would you expect 
when uniformed law enforcement 
officers hand out cards and fly- 
ers? They have totally misrepre- 
sented Senate bill 129. 

“You may not have a keen in- 
terest in the act relating to deer 
and elk farming. But what’s to 
keep any agency from using its 
official resources to mislead the 
public on bills important to you? 

“We need to hold state agen- 
cies to a higher standard in the 
manner they represent legislation. 
And I join the gentleman from 
Marshall in being aggrieved . . . 
by state employees handing out 
flyers in Wal-Mart stores and dif- 
ferent other places of business 
trying to influence legislation that 
we will decide on in.” 

Another member of the House, 
Rep. Robin Webb of Carter 
County, who supports the 
KDFWR, responded: 

“During the interim, we had 
our committee meetings on the 
status of cervids in Kentucky and 
more importantly, the status of 
chronic wasting disease, which 
has affected deer and elk popula- 
tions throughout the nation, and 
the spreading of that disease. We 
have had data and we have had 
hearings throughout the last year 
on these issues, as well as what’s 
going on at the Fish and Wildlife 
Commission, and I think (it is 
important) that Dr. (Jon) Gas sett 
(state Fish and Wildlife Commis- 
sioner) is a national expert and 
has devoted his life to the issues 
of cervids and their health and 
well-being and management. This 
debate will continue. The Admin-

Interestingly, CWD has never 
been detected in Kentucky, nei- 
ther in wild herds nor in farm- 
raised cervids. In fact, there is no 
scientific data that proves farm- 
raised deer or elk spread the dis- 
ease to wild animals. 

Yet, KDFWR’s efforts to 
eliminate the state’s cervid farm- 
ers borders on obsession, leading 
some to conclude that the reason 
may have more to do with phi- 
losophy than with any real con- 
cern about CWD. 

Production and marketing of 
deer and deer by-products and the 
operation of hunting enclosures 
stocked with farm-raised cervids 
have been a small, but lucrative 



industry in Kentucky for many 
years. But the practice of paying 
money — often big money — to 
kill trophy deer in enclosed areas 
is frowned on by some, includ- 
ing former Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commissioner Tom 
Bennett, who was quoted as say- 
ing he was against “fenced” deer 
farming and hunting facilities and 
that he wished they did not exist. 

In its apparent determination 
to quash cervid farming and hunt- 
ing enclosures, the KDFWR in 
2005 went so far as to try to sneak 
language into a bill in the Gen- 
eral Assembly that would have 
designated all cervids as wildlife., 
which, had it succeeded, would 
have given the department the 
authority to outlaw the holding of 
farm-bred and raised cervids in 
Kentucky. Cervid farmers con- 
sider farm-raised deer and elk as 
livestock, and feel their produc- 
tion and sale should be regulated 
by the Department of Agriculture 
in the same man

FRANKFORT, Feb. 10 — A 
bill limiting protests around fu- 
nerals and other memorial ser- 
vices passed the House today. 

House Bill 333 would make it 
a Class A misdemeanor to be in- 
tentionally disorderly within 300 
feet of a funeral, memorial or 
burial service or hold disruptive 
protests anywhere near a service. 
A Class A misdemeanor can carry 
up to a year in jail under Ken- 
tucky law. 

Recent funerals for soldiers 
have been targeted b y members 
from a small Kansas church who 
travel the country picketing and 
causing disturbances for grieving 
family members. HB 333 protects 
the bereaved. 

Lawmakers are hopeful that 
such legislation will discourage 
groups like the one from Kansas 
from protesting at military funer- 
als or any funeral, memorial or 
burial service in our state. That 
group has held similar protests in 
other states. Should the bill be- 
come law, its provisions and pen- 
alties would become effective 
immediately. The House passed 
a resolution that attempts to pro- 
tect mourners on federal property 
as well, asking Congress to re- 
strict protests at funerals and me- 
morial services on federal sites 
such as military installations. This 
legislation is now before the Sen- 
ate for its approval. 

The House also passed an ag- 
gressive package of mine safety 
initiatives that will require mine 
operators to report serious acci- 
dents within 15 minutes, post a 
toll-free telephone number for

reporting accidents, establish a 
Mine Equipment Review Panel to 
recommend communications and 
tracking equipment, and store 
emergency supplies of oxygen in 
the mines. This is an important set 
of directives designed to improve 
communications and safety mea- 
sures for underground miners. 

Another issue that has at- 
tracted legislative attention in re- 
cent years is the posting of the Ten 
Commandments on public prop- 
erty. HB 277, passed 91-3 by the 
House on Thursday, would autho- 
rize state agencies, local govern- 
ments, and public schools to post 
the Ten Commandments and 
other religious materials as his- 
toric documents if they are dis- 
played in an objective and not 
solely religious manner. In 
schools, the document could only 
be displayed as part of a non-de- 
votional academic course. 

The House amended the bill to 
require that the national motto “In 
God We Trust” be placed over the 
dais of the Speaker of the House 
in a way that reflects similar dis- 
plays in the U.S. House. The mea- 
sure now goes to the Senate for 
its consideration. Should it be- 
come law, its provisions would 
take effect immediately. 

The safety of Kentucky citi- 
zens is depends on whether they 
can afford health care. Legislation 
to increase health insurance cov- 
erage among low-income Ken- 
tuckians received the House’s 
approval this week and is now 
before the Senate.

would provide incentives for 
small businesses to cover em- 
ployees who cannot afford the full 
cost of health insurance them- 
selves. The legislation would cre- 
ate a four- year pilot program that 
would provide cash incentives or 
vouchers to help employers cover 
their costs. HB 445 passed the 
House b y a vote of 95-1 and now 
goes to the Senate for consider- 
ation. 

In other action, House Demo- 
crats voted to bring cheaper pre- 
scription drugs to Kentucky. HB 
163, voted out of the House 58- 
35, would require the governor 
and state health officials to ask the 
federal government to allow the 
importation of drugs from li- 
censed foreign pharmacies, dis- 
tributors and wholesalers by li- 
censed pharmacies, distributors 
and wholesalers. This bill is im- 
portant to all Kentuckians, but 
particularly to our seniors and 
people with chronic illnesses who 
take multiple prescriptions. 

A measure designed to ensure 
more experienced young drivers 
take to Kentucky roads passed the 
House Monday, 89-3. HB 90 
would require teens between the 
ages of 16 and 18 to have a 180- 
day permit training period in 
which to complete 80 hours of 
driving, including 10 hours at 
night. 

Upon completion of the per- 
mit period, without a moving vio- 
lation, the drivers would get their 
180-day intermediate license. 
With this license, teens are lim- 
ited to one passenger under the 
age of 20 inside their car and driv- 
ing is restricted between midnight 
and 6 a.m. Teens living on farms 
would be exempt. House Demo- 
crats are hopeful that HB 90 will 
pass the Senate, where similar 
bills have died without a vote the 
past three sessions. 

We must reduce the fatality 
rate of Kentucky teen drivers. 
When we hand the car keys to our 
kids, we need to do it knowing 
they are prepared to handle the car 
and whatever situation they en- 
counter on the road.

Staff Sgt. Jesse 
Runyon awarded 
Purple Heart 

Staff Sergeant Jesse Runyon 
was awarded the Purple Heart on 
January 12, 2006, after receiving 
life threatening injuries while 
leading a raid on a farm house in 
Iraq where I.E.D.’s (improvised 
explosive devices) were being 
made. Runyon served with Bravo 
Co. 2-502 Inf. Regiment, 101st 
AB Division Camp Stryker, Iraq. 

Runyon and his group dropped 
in on terrorists from a Black 
Hawk helicopter. He then led his 
men in to secure the front court- 
yard, when a buried I.E.D. was 
detonated by a remote phone. 
Jesse was less than 10 feet away 
from that explosion. It is a miracle 
he survived. He received injuries 
to his right eye, his left ear, and 
both of his legs. He was in the 
hospital in Baghdad, then sent to 
Washington, and later to Fort 
Campbell, Ky. He had surgery on 
one leg and will be in and out of 
the hospital for months for 
therapy to help him walk again, 
and to help with his hearing and 
his eye sight. With lots of prayers 



and therapy he should recover. He 
is now home with his family in 
Woodlawn, Tennessee. 

Jesse is the great nephew of 
Ray and Marie Engle, Linda and 
Darrell Patrick, of West Liberty, 
and Brenda and Bob Smith, of 
Wellington. He has several other 
relatives in this area. His grand- 
mother is Gay Hemmer of 
Sandusky, Ohio. 

Jesse’s parents, Patty and Dean 
Runyon, are missionaries in 
Guyana, South America. They 
have been there since October, 
1998.

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Extra help is still available with new Morgan Co. ATC Health Science students 
Medicare prescription drug pgm. costs begin clinical training session 



There is still time for Medicare 
beneficiaries to enroll in the new 
Medicare Prescription Drug Pro- 
gram. The initial enrollment pe- 
riod for the program runs until 
May 15, 2006. And for those with 
limited incomes and resources, 
there is still time to apply for ex- 
tra financial help with the costs 
of premiums, deductibles and co- 
payments. 

To qualify for the extra help, 
an individual must have total an- 
nual income below $14,355 and 
resources valued below $10,000. 
The limits for a married couple 
living together are higher: 
$19,245 in combined annual in- 
come and $20,000 in resources. 
These resources can be slightly 
higher - an additional $ 1 ,500 per 
person - if you will be using some 
of your money for burial ex- 
penses. Even if your income is 
higher, you still may be able to 
get some help if, for example, you 
or your spouse supports other 
family members who live with 



you, if you have earnings from 
work or if you live in Alaska or 
Hawaii. 

Social Security is taking the 
applications for extra help. You 
can apply for the extra help online 
at www.socialsecurity.gov or by 
calling Social Security toll-free at 
1-800-772-1213 (TTY 1-800- 
325-0778), or by contacting the 
Ashland Social Security office at 
606-324-0516. Tell the represen- 
tative that you want to apply for 
the Help with Medicare Prescrip- 
tion Drug Plan Costs. 

Applying for extra help with 
Social Security is separate from 
selecting a Prescription Drug 
Plan. Even if you are approved for 
extra help, you still need to se- 
lect the plan that best meets your 
needs. If you apply and qualify 
for the extra help but don’t join a 
plan, Medicare will enroll you in 
one by May 15, 2006, to make 
sure you get this important cov- 
erage. 

Of course, you do not have to 



be eligible for the extra help to 
join a Prescription Drug Plan. The 
extra help is in addition to the 
potential savings you may receive 
if you join a plan. To get more 
information about plans, what 
drugs are covered and the costs 
involved, you can contact the pro- 
viders, Medicare or state and lo- 
cal organizations. Medicare has a 
toll-free number where represen- 
tatives can answer questions by 
calling 1 -800-MEDICARE (1- 
800-633-4227). TTY users should 
call 1-877-486-2048. The Internet 
site - www.medicare.gov - also 
has information and an online 
enrollment center to assist you.

Applications being taken 
wildlife habitat program 



USDA’s Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) is 
accepting applications for the 
Wildlife Habitat Incentives Pro- 
gram (WHIP). WHIP provides 
financial incentives for landown- 
ers to develop and improve habi- 
tat for fish and wildlife. The pro- 
gram allows up to 75 percent 
cost-share assistance to the land- 
owner for eligible practices. 

In Kentucky, the primary fo- 
cus of WHIP is to restore and cre- 
ate early successional habitats. 



Planting native grasses for wild- 
life cover or for the dual purpose 
of grazing and wildlife cover are 
eligible practices under 
Kentucky’s 2006 WHIP cost- 
share assistance. 

Other eligible practices for 
cost-share assistance include old 
field regeneration, forest stand 
improvement, field borders, tree 
and shrub plantings, wildlife wa- 
tering holes, shallow water areas 
and fencing to exclude livestock 
from streams, woodland, wet- 



lands and lands planted for wild- 
life. Landowners must devote at 
least 10 acres to eligible wildlife 
practices. Food plots are not eli- 
gible for the program. 

WHIP applications are evalu- 
ated and ranked to determine 
which applications provide the 
most beneficial habitats. 

Landowners may apply for 
WHIP at any time. However, ap- 
plications received by Jan. 3 1 will 
be evaluated and considered for 
the 2006 program year. Applica- 
tions received after that date will 
be held until the next evaluation 
period. 

Landowners interested in the 
program should contact the

No Pain, No Gain 

Blood glucose testing and insulin injec- 
tions can be painful. Start by staying calm. 
Prepare all the materials before involving 
your child. Listen carefully to your child’s 
fears and feelings, but never let your child 
skip injections. Make testing as routine as 
possible, and relate shots and testing to 
the child’s interests; for example, "Having 
these shots helps you feel better and have 
energy to play with your friends.” For 
young children, having teddy get a shot 
too or testing while your child is eating 
can maximize cooperation. 

Self-Management=Self-Esteem 

Kids with diabetes may feel “sickly,” dif- 
ferent from their friends or powerless over 
diabetes. Encourage your child to take 
responsibility for controlling their dia- 
betes, rather than having it control them. 
Help them learn about diabetes and let 
them take an active role in their self-care. 
This can help you avoid power struggles 



around diabetes, and provides a sense of 
mastery that is fundamental to develop- 
ing self-esteem. Be sure to support your 
child’s independence and activities— try 
not to be overprotective. 

Helping Your Child Cope 

Young children need your help to under- 
stand why they need to limit some favorite 
foods, have shots and test their glucose. 
They may feel ashamed, guilty, or even 
angry at you for not being able to prevent 
the disease. Teenagers may resent being 
monitored. They may skip shots, refuse to 
test or binge on forbidden foods. If your 
child’s glucose control is suffering because 
of emotional issues, get outside support.

Colorectal cancer screening 
clinics scheduled in March 



Gateway District Health De- 
partment is celebrating Colorectal 
Cancer Awareness Month. Even 
though there is one specific 
month designated the “aware- 
ness” month, everyone should be 
aware of this disease all year. 
Awareness of colorectal cancer 
and the importance of early de- 
tection is a message we all need 
to hear and heed, even men. 

Colorectal Cancer is com- 
monly called colon cancer. It is 
the third most common cancer in 
men after prostate and lung. It is 
also the second leading cancer 
killer in the U.S. (CDC). Your 
chances of developing colorectal 
cancer increases after the age of 
50. Ninety percent of cases are in 
people 50 or older. Even though 
these statistics are startling, there 
is hope. It is nearly 90% prevent- 
able! Screening tests increase 
your chances of NOT developing 
this disease. 

When most people think of 
colon cancer screening tests the 
first thing they think of is a 
colonoscopy. However, there is 
good news for people who put off 
testing because of this reason. A 
simple take home test can be just 
as good at detecting colorectal 
cancer as the more invasive 
colonoscopy. The test, called a 
Fecal Occult Blood Test (FOBT), 
is a noninvasive test that detects 
the presence of hidden blood in 



the stool. This hidden blood can 
be the first, and sometimes the 
only, warning sign that a person 
has colorectal cancer. This test is 
quick and convenient. 

The week of March 6, Gate- 
way District Health Department 
and Bath, Menifee, Morgan, and 
Rowan County Health Depart- 
ments will be organizing a 
Colorectal Cancer Screening 
event. This event involves the Fe- 
cal Occult Blood Test. The event 
schedule is as follows: Morgan 
County is March 6, Rowan 
County is March 8, Bath County 
is March 9, and Menifee County 
is March 10. This event is open 
to everyone 45 years old or older, 
anyone who has a family history 
of colon cancer, or anyone who 
has had a previous diagnosis of 
colon cancer. You may pick up the 
FOBT card between 8:30 a.m. 
and 4:00 p.m. The cost for this test 
is $6.00, unless you have Medi- 
care or Medicaid, then it’s free. 
Staff members will be available 
for any questions you should 
have. 

The best way to prevent 
colorectal cancer is to get 
screened. The thought of a screen- 
ing test may make some people 
uneasy. However, the prevention 
and/or early detection of 
colorectal cancer is worth the test. 
The reward for doing the test - 
LIFE.

Atty. Gen., Ky. 
Power reach deal 

FRANKFORT - Attorney 
General Stumbo has reached a 
settlement agreement with 
American Electric Power Com- 
pany, also known as Kentucky 
Power Company. 

The agreement, which will 
save consumers approximately 
$24 million, has been sent to the 
Public Service Commission for 
approval. 

Kentucky Power had filed a 
case before the Public Service 
Commission requesting an in- 
crease of approximately $64.8 
million. Instead, under the terms 
reached in the agreement, the at- 
torney general and other parties 
settled at a rate increase of $41 
million. 

The company’s last rate in- 
crease was more than 20 years 
ago. 

“While any increase is difficult 
for our citizens, we successfully 
reduced the increase by 40 per- 
cent in this case,” Stumbo said. 

Approximately $350,000 in 
Low Income Home Energy Assis- 
tance Program (LIHEAP) funds 
will be made available under the 
agreement.

State offers several 
student aid programs 



Kentucky students who 
choose to attend college or tech- 
nical school in the Common- 
wealth may be eligible for sev- 
eral state-sponsored financial aid 
programs. Unlike most states, 
Kentucky offers programs based 
on financial need as well as aca- 
demic merit. 

Perhaps the best known is the 
merit-based Kentucky Educa- 
tional Excellence Scholarship, 
more commonly referred to as 
KEES. Kentucky students may 
earn college scholarships based 
on their high school grade point 
averages and their best ACT 
score. GED recipients may earn 
awards based on their ACT score. 

Students don’t have to apply 
for a KEES award. If they attend 
an eligible Kentucky school, 
their scholarship money is auto- 
matically sent to that school af- 
ter it notifies KHEAA that the 
student is attending classes there. 
KEES awards may also be used 
at some out-of-state colleges, but 
only at schools that are members 
of the Academic Common Mar- 
ket and only if the student is tak- 
ing a major that is not available 
in Kentucky. 

The Robert C. Byrd Honors 
Scholarship, a federal program 
administered by KHEAA, is 
worth up to $1,500 per year for 
four years. It’s available to both 
high school graduates and GED 
recipients. Students must be 
nominated by their guidance 



counselor or adult education pro- 
vider. To apply, students must set 
up a Zip Access account on 
www.kheaa.com, and the coun- 
selor or adult education provider 
must complete the application 
online. 

Kentucky’s need-based pro- 
grams include the College Access 
Program (CAP) Grant and Ken- 
tucky Tuition Grant (KTG). CAP 
Grants may be used at all public 
colleges, most private college, 
and many private technical 
schools in Kentucky. KTG 
awards may be used at most pri- 
vate Kentucky colleges. 

KEES, CAP, Byrd, and KTG 
are all administered by the Ken- 
tucky Higher Education Assis- 
tance Authority (KHEAA). 

KHEAA also administers the 
KHEAA Teacher Scholarship, 
Osteopathic Medicine Scholar- 
ship and Early Childhood Devel- 
opment Scholarship. Students 
may apply online for these schol- 
arships through Zip Access.

— Marty 
Backus, publisher of the thrice- 
weekly Appalachian News-Ex- 
press in Pikeville, writes in his 
Sunday column that when he 
mentioned to a local store its need 
for more clerks, one clerk “agreed 
but said the problem was people 
just don't want to work anymore, 
or they're on drugs.

We've had a lot of applicants who 
have failed this test, and you 
know it's bad when your press 
foreman comes in and celebrates 
because he finally had one of his 
applicants pass the drug test.” 
Backus concludes, “Folks, I 
hate writing about something 
which happens here in this paper, 
but it's everywhere: coal mines, 
schools, offices, stores, etc. It’s 
a very serious plague on us all 
and has affected each and every- 
one of us in one way or another. 
The best thing going now is 
UNITE, which takes anonymous 



tips on drug dealers and such and 
then the law busts them. This is 
a start, but it's not enough. We 
need to get to the big guys who 
supply and deliver.”

Coal firm wants to hire Hispanics, 
cites drugs, declining ‘work ethic’ 



PIKEVLLE, Ky. — A Pike 
County coal company wants to hire 
Hispanic miners, citing drug prob- 
lems and what he termed a “declin- 
ing work ethic” among Eastern 
Kentucky natives. 

“Current Kentucky law requires 
that all miners be fluent in English 
for safety reasons, but the president 
of Sidney Coal Co., a subsidiary 
of Massey Energy, has asked for 
help in jumping that legal hurdle. 
A document distributed at a late 
December board meeting by 
Sidney Coal Co. President Charlie 
Bearse struck a raw nerve in some 
quarters for the degrading terms it 
used regarding Kentucky miners,” 
writes Lee Mueller of the Lexing- 



ton Herald-Leader. 

Gary Ball of Inez, a former 
United Mine Workers of America 
miner who now edits a local news- 
paper, told Mueller, “What they 
want is somebody to work for $6 
an hour. What else could it be?” 

UMWA official Steve Earle of 
Madisonville told Mueller, “I think 
[hiring Hispanics] is going to ... 
create problems all over the 
coalfields and we don't need that 
at this juncture.” Kentucky Coal 
Association President Bill Caylor 
told Mueller, “It's really is just a 
matter of time. I think this is just 
the first shot across the bow.”

Burley tob. auctions 
survive, link growers 
and small tob. firms 

“As the first buying season 
without government price sup- 
ports concludes this month, to- 
bacco auctions are fewer in num- 
ber — but not gone,” reports Greg 
Hall in The Courier-Journal. 
Scott Althauser, a buyer and vice 
president for the Burley Tobacco 
Growers Cooperative Associa- 
tion, told the Louisville newspa- 
per, “This year proved that an 
auction can survive.” 

Some observers thought auc- 
tions would die along with the 
federal program of production 
quotas and price supports, which 
Congress repealed in late 2004. 
For several years before that, 
growers had increasingly con- 
tracted with major cigarette 
manufacturers rather than selling 
leaf at auctions among compa- 
nies, and the federal supports vir- 
tually guaranteed growers a 
profit. Without them, auctions 
pose more risk. 

In the sales season now end- 
ing, the first without price sup- 
ports, contracts gave growers 
about 25 percent less for their 
crop. Prices at the seven auction 
houses in the state (down from 
30) also dropped, but were 
slightly higher than the contract 
prices. 

“We definitely need” auctions, 
grower Allen Goggin of Danville 
told Hall. “I think it's keeping 
these larger (tobacco) companies 
in check a little bit. It's giving 
smaller companies an opportu- 
nity to get some tobacco, where 
they do not have to contract with 
somebody for the whole stock. 
They can come in here and take 
part of it or all of it, however they 
want to do it.” Goggin worries

Cougars defeats 
Fairview in battle 
of region ;s elite 

Haney, McCowan dominate 

again as Morgan improves 
to 19-3 on season

Katlin Haney scored a game- 
high 22 points and Blake 
McCowan recorded his fifth ca- 
reer triple-double as the Cougars 
picked up an impressive road win 
at Fairview Tuesday evening, 
winning 62- 56. 

Haney and Devan Adkins 
combined for 12 of Morgan 
County’s 13 first quarter points as 
Matthew Perry’s team raced out 
to a seven- point lead. The Cou- 
gars then reeled off the first eight 
points of the second period to take 
a 21-6 advantage before Fairview 
closed the half on a 16-6 run to 
trim the deficit to four, 26- 22. 

The Eagles would close the 
gap by another two points in the 
third quarter as Morgan held to a 
slim 39-37 lead heading into the 
final eight minutes.

Appro- 
priate sign and markers will be 
placed at all entrances to the mine 
to regulate entry to the blasting 
area. 

The warning signal and all 
clear signals, using a siren, will 
be audible within one-half mile of 
the blasting area, and will be 
sounded before and following a 
blast. A series of one-minute 
blasts of the siren will be sounded 
five minutes prior to the blast sig- 
nal. The blast signal will be a se- 
ries of short blasts sounded one 
minute prior to the blast. The all 
clear signal following blasting 
will be one (1) prolonged blast of 
a siren. 

All blasting will be conducted 
during the designated time peri- 
ods except in case of emergency 
conditions. Emergency conditions 
may include but not limited to 
rain, lightning or other atmo- 
spheric conditions, management 
problems or safety to the public 



or operator. In the event of any 
emergency, all residents/ person- 
nel within one-half mile will be 
orally notified, and the signal 
sounded before detonation.
